PREFACE. 



The Aathor was iadaoed to andertake the constraction of A New School Atlas of General 
Geoorapht, firom a coavictioo, strengthened by the opinions of competent anthoiities, that the works 
of this description, still in general use, are little suited to the present advanced state of Greographical 
knowledge. Many of them are so old as to entirely misrepresent the existing Political Divisions of 
Ck>nntries ; whilst in others, of more recent compilation, the Maps are so indistinct and overcrowded 
with names, as to be unfit for the purposes of Practical Education. Having deliberately considered the 
object to be attained in supplying this deficiency, and the best means of accomplishing it, he begs to refer 
to the following new features, as some of the consequent advantages of the present Work : — 

I. The Maps are drawn expressly for the purposes of Education, and are suited to the best text- 
books, the Greographical information being in all cases brought up to the time of publication. 

n. The Size of the Plates is larger than that of those in general use, thereby admitting of greater 
distinctness in outline and clearness in arrangement. 

m. The Plan by which the Impressions are produced from different Plates, permits of a difference 
of Colour being used to distinguish the two great elements of Land and Water — a distinction which it 
is not possible to produce by the ordinary method of printing from a single Plate. In this Atlas, 
therefore, all the Waters of the Globe, whether Seas, Lakes, or Rivers, and all the names applicable to 
Waters, are uniformly printed in a bright Blue colour. The advantage of this distinction is obvious, on 
the slightest comparison. On the old plan, the uniform Black tint of every object and name leads to 
inevitable confusion ; while here, the course of the Blue stream, however small, can at once be traced 
through the black shading of the mountains, without the risk of being mistaken for any other line. 

IV. The Colours being produced by a mechanical process, are more clear and uniform than when 
done by hand ; while the chances of error to which copying by the eye, from the original design, is 
liable, are thereby entirely obviated. 

y. A series of Scales has been adopted, by which the relative Sizes of Countries may be at once 
perceived, as explained in the Table of Contents. Comparative views are now admitted to be of the 
utmost importance in teaching Geography ; but this advantage is lost when, to countries the most 
dissimilar in size and importance, the same absolute space is allotted in an Atlas. Few, for example, 
have an accurate idea of the relative sizes of England, Scotland, and Ireland, from the circumstance that 
each country has uniformly been made to present au equally large surface to the eye, in the Maps of a 
School Atlas ; although, since the area of England is nearly twice, and the population more than six 
times greater than that of Scotland, it is evident that the former must have had far too little, and 
the latter too much space in proportion to its extent, population, and political importance. This is even 
more strikingly exemplified in the cases of Belgium and Denmark, the latter country being made to cover 
the same superficial area as England, although its population is only one-thirteenth of the amount, and 
therefore requiring the insertion of very few names in comparison. In this Atlas, Countries contiguous 
to, or having special relations with, each other, are represented on the same Scale — this being as nearly 
as possible in accordance with their relative importance to Great Britain, the Maps of which are drawn 
on the largest scale. 

VI. Advantage has been taken of the Space, usually left blank, on the borders of the Maps, to insert 
the names of Countries, Capitals, and Sea- ports corresponding in Latitude, but situated to the east or 
west of the country on the Map of which they appear. By means of this simple comparison, many 
valuable suggestions relating to Physical Geography are kept constantly before the eye. In the Map 
of North America, for example, it is seen that Paris is on the same parallel with Newfoundland, and 
that London, Berlin, Liverpool, and Edinburgh are opposite to Labrador, &c. For a similar purpose, 
the corresponding Meridians of Capitals are inserted in the upper borders of the Maps. 

YII. Under the name of each country, or territory, adjoining the one which gives the title to the 
Map, is given a Number corresponding to its Page in the Series, so as to obviate the necessity for a 
reference to the Table of Contents, when the Map of a neighbouring countrv or district requires to 
be consulted. Throughout the Atlas the British Possessions are uniformly coloured Red. 

Vlli. The Index contains every Name in the Maps, each of which has been carefully selected with a 
view to the requirements of education.
